2. Fortification works are reported to ba in progresa in the region of Fontana 
del Gonte. serial specialista from Colje have been added to those already ' 
at work in the Mante & Vite region.

Abouws 300 men are reported at 
work enlarging and strengthening the read leading te the open space cast 
of Chiapovane.

3. There ave threes military unifora factories which outfit the entire armed : 
forces, one im Belgrade, one im Sagrab, and one in Ljubljana. Bhs factory at i 
Belgrade was dameged during the war and haa been rebuilt partly with recovered 
maohinery and partly with machinery furnished by UHRA. Jmmediately after the 
war end during all of 1946, 800 Yugeelev military personnel, leter replaced 
by 1,500 civilian sxorkers, worked there. All washable uniforma are out 
and sewn by machine. The textiles which arrive by train ere furnished by 
UHRRA and by Ruesia, who in order to make up for the urgent need of the 
Yugoslav Armed Forces, send also umiforma already made. The average pro- 
duction ta 1,000 uniforms daily. The workora are paid by the piece and their 
daily selary smounte to 150 dimars» The direator of the factory, uatil 
reaently, wae a certain Maj. Desnica. 
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
